RAY TOWZEY IS BADLY HURT 
WHEN WHITE HOT ROD WINDS 


ABOUT HIS BODY AT SLIGO MILL 


Ray Towzey, a local young man. 


had a miraculous escape from death 
at the mill of 'the SHgo Steel com- 
pany yesterday morning about 6.15 
when a seven-eighth inch rod, white 
hot, 
which was being 
rolled, 
fell 


about him when the guide 
slipped. 


Towzey threw it off after It had cir- 
cled him three times, but 
suffered, 


severe burns on the neck, shoulder 
and arm. 


Towzey is employed as an erlger 


in the mill and had just gone to work 


inches away from his face, but did not 
touch it, even when be threw it off. 


The other mill workeis were un- 


able to a:d him for had they tried to 
take the iron away it would have rub- 
bed over his back and face, burning 
the..whole of his body. If the end of 
the rod had not lodged in his arm, 
11 would have continued to

about him until it touched the ground.

white hot iron rods are rolled out on 
a straightening bench

guide. The guide slipped and some- 
one called to Towzey to look out. Ho 
had His back turned and did not know 
what was the trouble although he had 
heard the guide slip. 


Before he cou'd avoid it, the iron 


rod fell about him. 
Cooling off, it 


began to circle, winding around Tow- 
zey's body. It first vresi around his 
head and one part of it touched his 
neck. In the next round the white hot 
rod burned into the fiesh at the back 
of his shoulder, and encircled around 
again, the end of it falling on his 
right arm, and. lie throw the entire 
band of iron from him. 
As the rod 


circled his head it was only about two 


burns by a young lad who picked up 
a bucket of water and dashed it on 
him, putting out the fire where bis 
clothes had ignited. 


Towzey's burns were dressed by a 


local physician. Just how serious the 
burn in the arm will prove cannot be 
ascertained yet. 
If the leader was 


reached and burned by the hot rod 
when it imbedded itself in the flesh, 
the young man may never be able to 
bend bis right arm again. 


Old mill workers say his escape was 


the most miraculous they kcow of. 
They tell of an instance where an 
inch rod wrapped about a man and 
he was burned to death in sight of 
his fellow employes, who were unable 
to release him.

take certain trenches at a certain time. 


. and on the face of it the thing looked 


I Impossible. The odds were all against 
them, and they knew it, but there wa« 
nothing for it but to obey, tbeir orders. 


Nearly all the. regiments bave foof- 


balls wltli which they amuse them- 
selves while in rest camp, and when 
tbey go into action these footballs axe 
taken right along with them. When 
tbe whistle blow for tbe London Irish 
to charge they threw their footballs 
over tlie parapet and mafia thoir charec 
dribbling the footballs in front of them, 


.ft was the most reckless, daredevil 


thing I ever saw, and it accomplished 
the impos.sible for them. As I said, 
by all rights the entire regiment should 
ha.ve been wiped out, as the odds were 


ga mid tbe Germans. Sometimes we 
would hold it and sometimes 
they 


would, and it offered great chances to 
both for mlpisg. 
, SomethaM we held part of it, and 
they wonld hold the other part. Then 
1±ere ivu some great band to band 
fighting. 
Oar fellows in one room 


would be digging holes throngb tbe 
xtll to pot «.t Germans in the. next, 
ft w«j BO close to our trenches t)iat 
ir* did not dare to shell It, and the 
same thing applied -to the Germans. 
[t was decided to mine the thing and 
'blow It off the face of tbe earth. I 
thlak tbe Germans bad decided the 
3am« thing, and it was* simply a ease 
of who would get their m'roes laid first. 


We got the frunp on thetQ, and when 


evprrtbing was ready our boys enticed 
tHc Germans into it, rind then the work 
of destruction started. I was sitting 
on horseback behind some staff officers. 
Ww were about half a mile from the 
place, but we bad our ears stuffed 
with cotton to prevent the explosion 
from injuring our hearing, 


, ^Tien tbe mines were set off we saw 


« -tight snca as one observes only once 
in a lifetime. " The earth trembled, a 
low, growling rumble ensued, then a 
mighty crash, and the air was tilled 
with smoke, • flame, bricks, dust, flying 
bodies, heads, legs and arms. Our fel- 
lows let out a mighty cheer and charg- 
ed across the crater formed by the ex- 
plosion. The Germans seemed stunned 
by the awful sight they had witnessed, 
itr.d we took several lines of trenches 
from them with very litti'e trouble. The 
losses on the German oide were terri- 
bla, and we lost heavily ourselves. The 
chateau at Hooge wf'll always b«- re- 
membered by those wco saw it. 


His majesty the king paid his armies 


a visit In the fall, and as 1 had never 
si-en Kinsr George 1 was mnch inter- 
ested. 
I had seen the king of Belgi- 


unj and also President Pojnearo of 
France, but up to this time I had nev- 
er seen the king for whom I was tight- 


We were warned the day before, 


aad every one bad to be bright and 
shining for the big event. Tbe king 
drove up in a car bearing the royal 
standard on it and you may e sun 


that car was given tbe right of way 
over everything. | Two dispatch riders 
had dashed along the road ahead of 
the car, clearing the way so that noth- 
ing should delay the royal party. 1 
was one of a large detail of mounted 
men. who acted as escort to his maj- 


When he left the car he mounted the 


Iroantiful borse that was waiting for 
Mm, and, escorted by the guard, he 
rode out to the reviewing stand. He 
made a speech to tbe men, who were 
formed up on the parade, and he thank- 
i-d them for their loyalty and devotion 
to England in her time of need. 


1 could only hear.a few-words of 


his address, as I was stationed quite 
a distance away from him. As he fin- 
ished the speech he siUuted. The fel- 
lows threw their hats Into the air and 
Jet ont a misbrv cheer.

happened every bone on the'ground, 
including my own, stood right up on 
his hind legs and reached for the blue 
ikies above.

Captaiu Strange has a- lame 


foot, but he hag done some of tbe finest 
w.ork of the war. In three days he de- 
stroyed three stations or big rafl cen- 
ters which were of;great importance, 
to the Germans. Ia each.case he em- 
ployed the same methods. 
He Hew 


over the poin t he vr as aiming for, 
stopped his engine, did n nose dive to 
within a few hundred -feet of the 
place, dropped hJs bomb-and got away 
safely. Each time he came back with 
the planes of his machine riddled with 
bullets. 
It takes an awful lot of 


nerve to do a thing like that. 


Lieutenant Hawker was the terror of 


the "Avntiks" and taubes, and he has 
been known to fight three of these big 
machines' single handed, destroying 
rw*o and putting the other one to flight. 
Mr. Hawker longed for a chance to 
get miied up with a Zeppelin, and on 
one occasion he nearly realized his 
wish, 


It was a bright moonlight night last 


summer when everything was as quiet 
;tad peaceful as one could wish it to be. 
A scattering ride fire could be heard 


from tbe. trenches,.but there was realiy 
nothing doing at aU. About 0 or 10 
o'clock'we beard, the hum of an engine 
a-way above us, and we thought, of 
course, it was' an aeroplane. 
As it 


caine nearer we realized that no aero- 
plane engine could make so.much noise 
as that, and very soon word, was pass- 
ed aruund that there was a-Zeppelin 
above us.

Tery^few of us had ever seen a Zep- 


.pfilin, and, .we were more than strain- 
ing our eyes to catch a glimpse of this 
one. Judging from the noise of the 
engine, it seemed as though the thing 
kept circling around over our encamp- 
ment; but, try as hard as we ,could. 
we were .unable to catch sight of it. 


It had not been over us so very long 


before we beard a motor engine Rtart 
up at the fiyins1 grounds, and ;word 
came around that Lieutenant Hawker 
was going1 up after it. Soon we saw 
an aeroplane shoot up over the tree 
tops and commence to circle around, 
gaining altitude every moment. It was 
quickly lost to view, though, and soon, 
the engines of the Zeppelin could be 
heard no longer, so we concluded that 
it;had made off. Lieutenant Hawker 
flew until daylight; but, much to his 
disappointment he failed to find the 
Zeppeliru 
. 


Another aviator who became-famous 


was Commander Sarapaon of the Royal 
Naval Air Service. 'At the beginning 
of the war he did KO much 'damage 
with hjs aeroplane that a price was 
put upon his head by the German au- 
thorities. We heard that the sum of 
£1,000 was offered for Commander 
Sampson, dead or alive. This did not 
make any difference to him so far as 
his work was concerned, and he dirt 
Just as much damage after the fnet 
becatoe known as he did before. 


Nor was his activity confined to all- 


work. He had an armored, car that be 
used to go out in, and the exciting 
event of the day used to be to watch 
Commander Sampson's return. 
He 


seldom failed to bring back prisoners, 
and the damage be did to the Germans 
with the machine gan was fearful. 


Last spring we hnd a new type of 


&eroplano come out, and it was a- beau- 
ty. It became known as the "British 
Scout," and It was ia this type of ma- 
chine tUat Lieutenant Hawker defeat- 
ed three big German battle planes. It 
has a very high powered, high speed 
engine and can pull right away from 
any other type of machine that files. 
It carries one man only, who runs tho 
machine and works the gun too, so he 
has his. work cut out for htm. 


Before I ever saw a bomb dropping 


aeroplane in fiction I used to imagine 
that the bombs were dropped by hand. 
I was much surprised to find that such 
Is not the case. The bombs are hung 
on UttJe clips under the body of the 
machine and are released by a foot 
pedal arrange me at. It Is a mnch qnick- 
er and less dnngerous method. 


The bombs dropped from the ma 


chines vary in sizo aud weight,, and 
they run all the way from ten pounU.< 
to one hundred pounds. 
Each bomli 


^has a little propeller at the tail of it. 
This keeps the bomb nose down In fall 
lupr and insures Its landing on the por- 
cnssion cup. As the bomb falls through 
the air this little propeller whirls at r. 
tremendous speed aad makes the weird 
'ost whistling noise one could Imagine 


During the summer months' a pron1 


many air raids wore made on moon . 
light nichts. The machines are prat 
tically invisible when they rench an> 
greut .height, and they can get bad 
home and make their landing wjthoxii 
rery great danger. 


When aeroplanes arc late coming in 


It Is very Interesting to watch tbc 
rockets being sent up to guide /hem 
to their landing grounds. These rock- 
ets are oC different colors and are sent 
up at regular intervals until the ran 
chine IB either safely back or is giver 
up for Jost When the machine is sight- 
ed and is circling down toward the 
ground big" flares tire lighted, so as tu 
enable the aviator to pick his spot for 
landing. The whole thing Is scientif- 
ically arranged, and there are not mauy 
accidents in this part of the work. 


One of the most daring ports of the 


air work is the dropping of spies be- 
hind the enemy's lines. I believe this 
goea',on on both sides and In many 
cases Is successful,' The second time 
T was going on leave to England I hail 
made arrangements to go with one of 
our fellows from "the flying corps. We 
were to start on a Monday morning, 
and on the Friday before he told me 
that he was going to make his last 
flight before going to England on the 
following morning, Saturday. 
•He started out at 4 o'clock. Saturday 
morning with a men and a" crate of 
carrier pigeons in his machine, and ho 
had orders to drop both behind tbe 
German lines and retin-n to his head- 
quarters as quickly us possible. 


As I said, Ue started out at 4, and BO 


far as I know he ia not back yet. He 
may have been shot down, he may 
have had an accident and been forced 
to land behind the German lines, or 
any one of a hundred things may have 
happened. 
All we know is that he 


failed to return. 


The anti-aircraft gun was practically 


unknown before the beginning of this 
war, and there ia an enormous chance 
for improvement in this branch of 
aerial warfare. 
It is very interesting 


to watch an anti-aircraft gun in. action, 
for one can see. the gun fired and then 
see the shell barst a few seconds later. 


So far as I know there .Is no accurate 


way of finding the range of an aeror 
plane in motion. The popular way of 
shooting- at a flying machine seems to 
be that of firing shells In a large circle, 
using the machine as the center, and 
then closing in until tbe aeroplane Is 
,dead in line". • There is the uncertainty, 
however, of knowing wben tO'ttme the 
shell to bcrst, and, so far as I can see, 
it seeing to.be pretty much a matter 
of luck. 3 heard an average quoted on 
the number of hits to the number of 
shells fired, and the figures were one 
hit out of every 3,000 shells. .1 cannot 
vouch for the accuracy of this state- 
ment, hut I^do know that the number 
o£ lilts is surprisingly smalL

these shells which burst in t£e air la' 
rather dangerous, aa I can show by 
narrating an incident which happened 
to us. We were ont in.a car near a 
village called Erandhbok, and we no- 
ticed as w.e came along that a German 
aeroplane was coming directly toward 
us and that it appeared to be follow- 
ing the road. Our anti-aircraft guns 
were playing on It. and tbe shells seem- 
ed to be bursting mj^lity close to it 


Before It attained a point above us 


It turned at right angles and made off 
toward the German Hues. We contin- 
ued on our way, and a little farther on 


we came to where an empty auto was 
'standing in the' middle of the'road. 
We stopped and looked around for 
signs of the occupants, but could find 
none. When vre had been there about 
five minutes an officer and the driver 
of the car showed up and said they 
had-, been forced to take refuge in a 
dugout on account of the falling slirap- 
nel. 


Holes where pieces of-shrapnel had 


entered the' ground were to be seen all 
around, and we tried to dig some of the 
pieces up. Wedugdc-wn ten inches and 
had. not reached them, so we gave It 
up as a bad jot> and went on to camp. 
This will show that these pieces of 
shrapnel are not to be sneered at as 
being harmless. 
^ Another favorite stunt with ncro- 


j planes is the dropping of bnndretla of 
steel dorts on bodies'of moving troops' i 
or even on tovrns or the men Jn tbe 
trenches. These darts are four or five 


• Inches in length and hav^ a sort of 


four pointed tail. They are extremely 
sharp and are heavier at the point 
than they are at the tail. This causes 
them to fall point down. 


It has been proved tbnt one of these 


darts dropped' from a preat height 
would, if it struck a mnu. on horseback 
square on the top of the huad, pass 
through the length of a mnn's body, 
through the saddle, through the horse's 
body and disappear into the ground. I 
have seen darts that have been drop- 
ped, but I have never been where they 
were falling, and I had no desire to be 
either, 


p'hnre was a Gorman who pulled the 


greatest little game of bluff on us. We 
were at a village called nbcnlnffbetet 
| when this fellow cnmfc over, ami ev- 


erybody remarked at how low lie was 
flying, Our anti-aircraft guns were let- 
ting him have it from all directions, 
and' suddenly his cnRlne stopped and 
the machine bcfjan to fall. The guns 
Jet np, thinking that be was winged. 
He fell to within two or three hundred 
feet of the earth, when suddenly the 
machine righted itself, and hefiklmmed 
over Us toward the German lint's.

It was one of tbe nerviest things 3 


ever saw. 
He saved himself by the 


chance of running through our lire, for 
when he was so low he was out of 
range of the'anti-aircraft gruns. 


Air raids do Jtjt always prove as 


dangerous a* they sound. About three 
or four days before I left the front we 
bad n flock of twenty-three German 
aeroplanes over our camp, and they 
dropped bombs for nearly fifteen min- 
utes. Everybody got under cover, and 
the total Ions of life caused by, the raid 
was one mule. If tbia were always

When I came back 
about fifteen minutes later I found my 
poor borse down with his front lejr 
gone. A shell had exploded in the yard 
of this 'house and had blown bis Jeff 
clear off. There was nothing tor me 
to do bat to shoot him and put the poor 
beast out of bis misery. 


I hunted around among the different 


units in the vicinity until 1 found an- 
other borse, and then, 1 went up aud 
reported to my officer. 
We visited 


some of our battprles and came back 
to Krustadt. Tbe officer told me that 
Lie would not need me flu r bag the after- 
noon, but to meet him at 5 o'clock that 
evening. 
\Ve hitched our horses to a 


tree, and the officer .went off. Very 
soon after lie had gone some more offi- 
cers came along and .hitched their 
horses to the same tree. Altogether 
there were sir tied to the one tree. 


I vent over to the Iloynl Eagineers* 


place and proceeded to make myself at 
home. I was feeling happy, for I knew 
that this was my last day at the front, 
and r was hoping to. be home for 
Christmas.. Of course I told everybody 
I met alt about ray good luck, and we 
were having; a regular little farewell 
dinner, only we had tea instead of 
champagne. After it was aU over some 
of the boys went away, and I proceed- 
ed to make myself comfortable oh a 
couch, the fellows had '-.built up in the 
corner.

STEEL TRADE 


AWAITS ACTION 


By the GoTcnunent in Relation to a 


Price-Kxlng Schedule; Havers 


Afraid to I'lace Contracts. 


Special to The Weoklv Courier. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—The Ameri- 


can Metal Market and Daily Iron & 
Steel Report will review the .steel, and 
iron trade tomorrow as. follows: 


The steel trade is still riding its 


hobby, that is it is awaiting action 
on prices, by "Washington before end- 
ing the stagnation of more than two 
months and developing a price basis 
on which business can continue. This 
week again an announcement from' 
Washington is predicted to be made 
within a .week. In the light of var- 
ious precedents made in past years 
when the steel market bad ended one 
of its great price advances there is 
excellent reason for expecting that if 
"Washington made its much predicted 
price announcement the trade would 
merely assign some fresh' cause for 
the market dullness. 'The steel mar- 
ket will become active again when 
the combined pressure of the produc- 
ers needing additional orders and the 
buyers needing to place orders wiil 
be sufficient to overcome the resist- 
ance. 


At the present time buyers of steel 


are as much afraid to place contracts 
for forward delivery as last November 
they were afraid not to place con- 
tracts. Signt must not be lost of tto 
fact that the high point in buying, as 
shown by the United States 
Steel 


Corporation's monthly reports of un- 
fflled obligations, occurred last No- 
vember, when the increase was 1,- 
043,282 tons, and that is now no less 
than ten months ago. The decrease 
in thn corporation's unfilled obliga- 
tions in August was 
437,115 tons, 


against 539,123 tons in July, 503,304 
tons in June and 296,492 tons in May. 
The unfilled tonca.se remaining on 
September 1st w.as 10,407,048 tons, 
and the output for 20S shipping days 
would be approximately a 
similar 


amount but for reasons well known 
in the trade such a comparison is not 
of much valne as a criterion for the 
future of the market. 


The published estimate 
that 
the 


government has up to date placed or- 
ders for 3,200,000 tons of steel is ob- 
viously a guess and is undoubtedly al- 
together loo high. If correct it would 


i represent deliveries at the rate of 


> about 20 per cent of the output An i 
| estimate of 10 to 15 per cent would be '
